the Saorstat linen and cotton industry, at the 
offices. of ‘the Tariff Commission, 35 St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

Mr: H. O’Friel, chairman, presided, and 
the other members of the Court present were 
Mr..C. P. McCarthy, Cork; and Mr. E. Lynch, 
Dublin. É 
Miss Bennett stated that the majority of 
the workers were unable to earn even the 
basic wage. The industry was a highly 
skilled one for women, and the workers should 
be paid on the higher scale available for 
women in skilled industries. She felt that 
the wages should be raised to the standard 
of semi-skilled workers. There was also in- 
security of employment and uncertainty as to 
what the earnings would be at the end of each 
week. She was very dissatisfied with the 
position of juvenile workers. The trade 
should not be exempt from the provisions of 
the Conditions of Employment Act. Forty 
eight hours a week was too long for any 
worker in the industry, and much too long 
for juveniles. A forty-hour week ought to be 
in operation for juveniles. :

before he became America’s leading play- 
wright. He started as &4 reporter ón a 
local newspaper. Then he toured in a 
strolling company, playing im the vaude- 
ville version of *‘ Monte Cristo.” But 
he wanted to travel, and so he crossed 
Central and South America, after throw- 
ing up a commercial post which promised 
a successful business career. He spent 
two years at sea, and the sea has been 
his love. His sea plays are among his 
best works. ‘‘ Moon of the Carribees’’ 
and “ Anna Christie breathe that spirit 
of the open life, battling with the forces 
of nature, which gives such freedom and 
strength to his work. His career was 
somewhat influenced also by the Abbey 
Theatre; for when he began to write for 
the stage it was for the Provincetown 
Players in his’ town at a time when the 
theatre in America was struggling against 
the Broadway Revue Ring, which was 
eventually conquered, There is a good 
deal of interest in Dublin that this 
American of Irish blood should have been 
selected this year for international recog- 
nition.

SUCCESSES CLAIMED 


‘A Junkers tri-motored aeroplan. has 
been shot down in fighting over Madrid, 
according to a communiqué ‘issued by the 
Defence Committee in Madrid at noon 
yesterday. V | 

The-communiqué announces the capture 
of ViNareal, on the Basque. front, by the 
Governnient troops, who, it is claimed, 
“ are already three miles past the town 
on the way to Vittoria 

“In Asturias the Government troops 
have entered E] Llano, one mile. from the 
insurgents’ headquarters at Grado. 

. “ During the past twenty-four hours the 
Government air force has been very active 
on all fronts. Skimming the ground, it 
has wiped out a Moroccan. cavalry 
squadron between Quis Mondo and Santa 
Cruz de Retamar. 

“Talavera and the railway stations of 
Vargas, Villaseca and Cabanas de la 
Sagra have been bombarded. 

“Two military trains and fifteen 
German tri-motored aeroplanes which have 
just arrived at Talavera have been de- 
stroyed,’’ the communtqué adds. 


*PLANES LOST 


A Talavera message says :— 

Out of two three-engined bombers and 
two fighters which have bombed Talavera 
in the past twenty-four hours, only one 
has been able to return to its base. One, 
struck by anti-aircraft bullets, fell near 
the bridge over the Alberche River. 
Another was brought down by insurgent 
fighters above Torrijos, and a third made 
a forced landing on Talavera airfield. 

One of the two men in the last ‘plane 
committed suicide in front of his machine, 
while the other, trying to resist arrest, 
was badly wounded by a revolver shot. 

It was announced that six, not three, 
tanks were lost by the Government in the 
course of-the attack launched on Tuesday 
near the Casa del] Campo. All were of 
Russian make. The Government has now 
lost thirty-eight tanks since the beginning 
of the battle for the city. 

Of seven militiamen who deserted to the 
insurgents in the University City on 
Wednesday afternoon, four, who had been 
wounded by other militia as they fled, 
have since died at Carabanchel poo ane 
The deserters declare that the population

stricken every day as a result of insurgent.

BRITISH M.P.S’ 
PROTEST

DUKE REFUSES TO 


CONVEY IT 


The Duke of Alba, to whom the British 
M.P.’s in Spain telegraphed, asking him 
to forward a protest to General Franco, 
has refused to comply with the request, 
Reuter learns. 

The cable from Madrid was as follows :— 

‘Please communicate the following to 
General Franco. Our message is being 
handed to the Press. We, members of the 
British House of Commons, have seen 
death and suffering caused to innocent 
women and children by this mornings 
air raid on Madrid. We again protest 
‘against the bombing of areas known to 
be inhabited solely by the civil popula- 
tion of the city, and denounce it as an 
outrage. 

In his reply refusing the request the 
Duke of Alba said:— ~ 

“I refuse to communicate your protest 
against the indispensable military opera- 
tions forced upon General Franco by the 
useless obstinacy of the Madrid authori- 
ties and by their conversion of an 
city into a fortress defended by f 
troops.

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were captured by the insurgents at Cara- 
banchal, near Madrid, have arrived back 
in Belfast. For nearly six weeks they 
were in the Sighting behind the Govern. 
ment lines, and had many narrow escapes. 
They are Mr. F. A. McMahon, of 
Ravenhill street, Belfast, and Mr. Joseph 
Boyd, Ulsterville avenue, Belfast. They 
joined the ambulance unit from humani- 
tarian motives, and not merely for adven- 
ture, they ‘said. 
McMahon was driving the ambulance, 
and was accompanied by Boyd, when he 
drove into “ no art land ” to pick u 
two men who appeared to be wounded. 
The men were dead when the ambulance 
reached them, and -to their surprise 
McMahon and Boyd were surrounded by 
General Franco’s troops, some of whom 
suddenly appeared from behind a wall and 
others from a private house. 
McMahon said: ‘‘ The Fascists fired at 
us, but apparently not with the intention 
of wounding us, and there was only one 
thing for us to do and that was to 
surrender. There was a temporary truce 
during our capture, for the Government 
troops ceased firing in case we would be 
hit.” 


LOST HIS MONEY 


They were taken and searched, and Boyd 
lost what money he had in his possession. 
They were removed under escort to the 
officer commanding the district, for in- 
terrogation and further séarch. They had 
no complaints to make against their 
Moorish guards, whom they described as 
quite decent and reasonable, but they could 
not understand why the restrictions were 
increased as they were moved farther back 
from the front line. : 

The same evening they were again in- 
terrogated, and were questioned closely 
regarding the position of guns, strength of 
the Government troops and other mat- 
ters, about which they denied, all know- 
ledge. Later they were brought to 
Toledo, where they were again thoroughly 
interrogated by the civil officer in charge 
of the district. 

' Their passports and papers were taken 
from them, and they were placed in an 
unde d cell, where they remained 
until the following Monday. The only 
food they got during the three days 
was scraps that were given to them by 
the guards, who shared their rations with 
them. One of the Fascists gave them 
40 cigarettes. 

McMahon says that he intends to re- 
turn to Spain next week. He declared 
that during his entire stay in Madrid 
he saw no atrocities whatever committed 
by ‘the Government troops, who treated 
their prisoners with the greatest con- 
sideration. “We saw no shooting of 
prisoners, as described in the newspapers, 
and personally we received the best pos- 
sible treatment from the Government.” 


THE “TOMB OF FASCISM” 


Mr. John McGovern, M.P., in a letter 
received in Glasgow, describes his latest 
experiences in Spain, where he is inves- 
tigating conditions. In factories he saw 
armoured tanks being built, and bullets, 
revolvers and hand grenades being turned 
out. One small-factory was turning out 
fifteen tanks every ten days. 

Bells from churches were being turned 
into’ bullets, while cases from the fight- 
ing line were being refilled, and sent 
back. He also saw ambulance motors 
being built by the dozen, and machine- 
guns being fitted up by the hundred. 

“There is no looting or disorder in 
Madrid. “It is all for the Nation "—that 
is the slogan of everyone. We motored 
through Madrid to-day, and saw the de 
struction made by incendiary and explosive 
bombs. Working-class areas have been 
blown to pieces. Every bomb makes the 
workers more determined to make Madrid 
the tomb of Fascism.”’

HE failure of Communism to provide 
T earthly happiness and the need for the 

State and capitalists to apply Christian 
remedies to the social problem, were dealt 
with by His Eminence Cardinal MacRory 
at Portadown yesterday, when he opened a 
bazaar and sale of work ir aid of the St.

HE attitude of a retailer to Irish 
industry was the subject of a broadcast 
lecture given last night at the Women’s 


Industrial Development Association Aonach 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, by Mr. G. D. 
Findlater. Mrs. H. Corish presided. 


Mr. Findlater said that his association, the 
National Agricultural and Industrial Deveiop- 
ment Association, for thirty years had worked 
to break down the inferiority complex of 
Irish people by which they always preferred 
imported goods. Its influence had counted 
for much in preparing the way for the new 
policy in 1 It was in reality a quite 
ponesny revolution, but the new industries 

ad raised new problems. Now that the 
revival was proceeding rapidly it was time 
that retailers took stock. 

Were the industries being fairly and eventy 
distributed over the countryside’? he asked, 
and said that the answer was “yes. Did 
the new industries pay wages om offer con- 
ditions which would enable the worker to 
buy more goods from the retailer?! Mr. 
Findlater said that the average retailer would 
say that, the Conditions of . Ár—m—ih Act 
provided the basis for working conditions 
which would be a credit to employers and 
workers alike, 


QUALITY OF PRODUCTS 


Were, he asked, the new products of Irish 
industry satisfactory in quality and variety? 
In the great majority of cases they were. 
One difficulty facing manufacturers and 
retailers—and it was the fault of no one— 
was marketing conditions. He believed that 
his Association, in conjunction with its new 
organisation, the National Manufacturers’ 
Association, could do much good work in in- 
creasing co-ordination between the retailer 
and the producer. 

“Industries have started so rapidly,”’ said 
Mr. Findlater, “that there are bound to be 
mistakes in production, and human nature 
being what it is, prices are liable to be too 
high. There are cases whiere retailers have 
raised the price of Irish produced goods 
deliberately, creating the impression that the 
manufacturer was profiteering when the re- 
verse was the case. 

“The National Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Asgociation’s Council is an im- 
partial body which can call on all its mem- 
bers in their different capacities for advice. 
Petailers and consumers are asked to forward 
complaints regarding lIrish-made goods, and 
it is the business of the Council to examine 
such complaints for the benefit of the industry 
concerned.

ft is with profound regret that the 
people of Ireland have learned of the 
disputé that has arisen between the 
King and his Ministers in the United 
Kingdom. For some time past gossip has 
been busy regarding His Majesty's pri- 
vate affairs. The gutter Press of the 
United States of America has been ex- 
celling itself in vulgarity, and the King’s 
name has been splashed across its lurid 
colimns in a manner that has been most 
painful to loyal Britons throughout the 
world. Certain facts have been known 


‘to British and Irish newspapers for seve- 
ral months, but they have been withheld 


from the public not, indeed, because any 
pressure has been brought to bear from 
high places, but simply because the news- 
papers of these islands try to maintain a 
tradition of decent reticence in regard 
to such matters. Now the storm has 
broken. On last Tuesday: the Bishop of 
Bradford made a significant reference to 
the King, and within twenty-four hours 
Great Britain was in the throes of a con- 
stitutional crisis such as has not occurred 
for centuries. The facts are simple. It 
appears that His Majesty has formed a 
deep attachment for,an American lady, 
named Mrs. Simpson, who has been 
married twice and has divorced each of 
her husbands. The last divorce took 
place only a few weeks ago at Ipswich. 
Apparently, the King has announced his 
intention to marry Mrs. Simpson as soon 
as the decree nisi shall have been made 
absolute, thus coming into sharp conflict 
with his Ministers. Mr. Stanley Bald- 
win holds, as we think, very properly, 
that constitutional usage demands that 
His Majesty shall be guided by his 
Ministers’ advice in all matters apper- 
taining to his public responsibilities, and 
that any question relating to his matri- 
monial intentions falls into this category. 
The King, on the other hand, insists that 
his private life is his own, and that Mr. 
Baldwin's interference is an unwarrant- 
able intrusion. Although no definite 
statement has been made, it is fairly clear 
that the King has refused to accept the 
advice of the Government. He appears to 
be determined to marry the woman of 
his choice, whatever may be the conse- 
quences, and has precipitated a crisis in 
Great Britain to which no parallel can 
be found since the days of the unhappy 
Stuarts. : 

We find it impossible to withhold 
sympathy from the man who sits on the 
Throne of England. Since he first began 
to take part in the public life of the 
British Empire some twenty-five years ago 
his personality has won him immense 
popularity, not alone among his own 
people, but throughout the whole civilised 
world. When little more than a boy, in 
his own words, he “ found his manhood ”' 
during the Great War, in which he played 
more than a Royal Prince’s part. In 
those heavy days of fateful portent for 
the Empire he learnt to know the 
common soldier, and when afterwards he 
came to help his august father in the 
affairs of State he brought to his high 
task qualities of human sympathy and 
understanding that even his grandfather 
had not shared. Since that time he has 
visited virtually every part of the British 
Commonwealth. He never has spared 
himself in his people’s cause. He 
has moved about among them with the 
utmost freedom, sharing their simplest 
joys and joining in their humblest 
sorrows. In Great Britain he has gained 
the sincere affection of the lowliest by the 


| deep interest that he has taken in their 


welfare; and when ‘- man who had been 
Prince succeeded his beloved father less 
than a year ago he carried with him to 
the Throne an assurance of loyalty 
far stronger and far deeper than any 
mere traditional attachment to the Crown. 
The King, however, is more than a man. 
He 1s the visible symbol of British unity 
over the face of the globe; and it is in 
be judged.

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day shall dawn. Every loyal Irishman, 
therefore, will hope and pray that His 
Majesty's decision shall be dictated by 
wisdom rather than by sentiment; that 
he will prove himself a monarch sans peur 
et sans. reproche; and that, when his 


will be fortified more strongly than ever 
by the love and admiration of his people. 
There was a time when a special code of 
personal conduct was recognised for those 
in high places, when such divinity did 
hedge a King that he could defy in his 
private life the conventions imposed by 
society upon his subjects. That time has 
gone. The British Monarchy has become 
a bourgevis institution, and, as such, is 
bound by common rules of conduct. King 
Edward probably is the most -popular 
monarch that ever sat on the English 
Throne. For that very reason his respon- 
sibilities are all the greater. He inherits 
from the days of the Black Prince a proud 
tradition of selfless service. Throughout 
his life he never has failed his people; 
we refuse to believe that he will fail them 
now.

Irish Industry 


Mr. de Valera cannot be given all the 
credit—or all the blame—for the attempt 
to convert the Irish Free State into an 


which Mr. Cosgrave had set was quickened 
perceptibly when his successor took office, 
and the “ economic war,” which nearly 
brought ruin to the Irish cattle trade with 
Great Britain, made the Government still 
more eager to adopt an industrial policy 
in order to find work for the citizens. That 
intensive policy has been in operation 
since 1932, and, as Mr. G. D. Findlater 
pointed out in a lecture last night at the 
Dublin Mansion House, the time is ripe 
to take stock of the situation. His speech 
avoided the wider issues—which, indeed, 
are still a matter for argument. It 
remains to be seen whether, in the long 
run, the policy of Mr. de Valera will 
prove to be wise or totally uneconomic, 
but in the meantime it is possible to judge 
the industrial revival as a revival. Mr. 
Findlater took up this point of view, ant 
he concluded that. on the whole, the policy 
was “béing worked out well. Ome good 
feature, as he noted, is that the new in- 
dustries have not been crowded together 
in a few selected spots, but have been 
spaced as widely as possible throughout 
the country, so that nearly every county 
in the Free State has benefited from the 
employment which they give. He main- 
tained also that, on the whole, the 
factories are well run, that they pay good 
wages to their workmen, and that the 


satisfactory.

but comparatively small factories, work: 
ing for a comparatively small internal 
market, cannot be expected to supply the 
varied range of goods that can be obtained 
from the great mass-producing firms in 
England. The same consideration applics 
to price. A higher cost of living is one of 
the penalties which the Free State has to 
pay for turning out manufactures at home 
instead of importing them, and the 
factories themselves cannot be justly 
blamed for it. At the same time, Mr. 
Findlater revealed that some retailers are 
deliberately profiteering, hoping merely to 
give the impression that the cost ol 
manufacture is responsible for the 
increase, and this point is one to which the 
Prices Commission might well give some 
attention. Another point, which Mr. 
Findlater says that the National Agricul- 
tural and Industrial Development Associa- 
tion will consider, is “ alien penetration.”’ 
The profits of industry, he says, are not 
being kept at home in all cases where this 
should be practicable, and the Association 
has put forward plans to amend existing 
legislation, se that “' foreign ” control of 
Irish industry can be prohibited when 
necessary. lt would be interesting, indeed,

On Wednesday in our correspondence 
columns we printed a letter from a number 
of prominent Dublin women on the subject 
of civic planting. They appear to have 
given the matter a considerable amount of 
expert attention, and have presented a 
plan, entirely free of that kind of vague 
indignation which is inclined to fill 
the pages of letters to a newspaper. Here 
has been a real attempt to make beautiful 
a city that tends rather too resolutely 
to live up to its reputation of being dear, 
and old, and dirty. In the first place 
these ladies would have the elms by the 
canal restored, or, if this is not possible, 
as seems to be the case, to plant new trees 
—elms, almond trees, and the scarlet. 
stemmed willow. They condemn the

The Minister will also reaffirm the

tion, while at the same time refusing to 
allow the principle of the liberty of the 
seas to be affected. 

To-day M. Delbos received M. Bech. 
President of the Luxembourg Govern- 
ment, to discuss the international statute 
of Luxembourg and the medsures to be 
taken for a new pact following the Ger- 
man reoccupation of the Rhine. 

This is important to France, since, 
without the guarantee of a new treaty 
of Luxembourg, the Franco-Luxembourg 
frontier line would be the Achilles heel 
in France s eastern line of defence.

Three cars swung into the main gates 
of Fort Belvedere shortly after seven 
o'clock last night. Two appeared to he 
empty, and in the other were five people 
who could not be recognised in the dark- 
ness. A few minutes later the King’s 
own car drove up to the house without

Crowds thronged outside Backingham 
Palace last night in the hope of seeing 
the King, but were not allowed to stand, 
the police continually keeping them on 
the move.

he King’s personal State car drew up 
outside the gates at Fort Belvedere. Then 
a light lorry from a local garage arrived, 
carrying about 30 tins of petrol. Shortly 
before 7.30 police motor cycle patrols 
warned all motorists to keep moving and 
to get well clear of the gates. 

A few minutes later the guards swung 
the barrier aside at the Ascot road gates, 
and a car, which appeared to be the 
King’s car, emerged at great speed.

Police cleared the 
crowd from the gates, and the car sped 
out from the forecourt towards Marl- 
borough House. 

The onlookers surged round the gates to 
catch a glimpse of the occupants, but it 
was travelling too fast to see. 

The King drove back to Buckingham 
Palace from Marlborough House at 11.24. 
He drove in through the front gates of the 
Palace and entered by the King’s door. 

When the Royal car left Marlborough 
House only a score of people saw it leave 
with its rear blind down. Photographers 
with flash lights were unable to see the 
occupant. Very few people were standing 
at the Palace gates when the King re- 
turned, and as soon as the King had 
alichted the empty car was driven away. 

The King did not leave Buckingham 
Palace until half-past one. He remained 
untii well after midnight in consultation 
with members of his personal staff. For 
three-quarters of an hour the King re- 
mained alone at the Palace. 

The great building was in darkness, save 
for the two main entrances, and a light 
continued to shine in the King’s study on 
the ground floor. Just before 1.50 this 
light was dimmed, and the King stepped 
into his waiting car. The garden gates 
were opened, the police held up what 
traffic there was round the Victoria 
Memorial, and the King’s car sped away 
up Constitution Hill towards Fort 
Belvedere, which he reached at 2 a.m. 

To-day the King is expected to return 
to the Palace probably before lunch.

another that any alteration in the 
law touching the succession to the 
Throne or the Royal style and titles 
shall hereafter require the assent as 
well of the Parliaments of all the 
Dominions, as of the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom.” 

It is pointed out by constitutional 
authorities that, in the event of the ab- 
dication of the King, an entirely new 
situation would be created...The direct 
line of succession would be broken. The 
accession of the Duke of York, which 
would seem to be the inevitable alter- 
native, would require to have the ap- 
hen of the Parliament of Great 

ritain, and not alone of it, but of the 
Parliaments of all the Dominions. 

If this view should prove to be cor- 
rect, it would be obvious that the Free 
State Parliament would have an impor- 
tant function in regard to it.

NO STATEMENTS BY 
PREMIERS 


The Canadian public, long disturbed by 
a constant bombardment on the ‘subject 
from the United States radio and Press, 
scanned their papers anxiously yesterday 
for news of the constitutional crisis, states 
an Ottawa message. 

The Canadian papers, with a few 
exceptions, had until Wednesday main- 
tained the greatest reticence, but yesterday 
the front-page columns were filled with long 
articles relating to the issue and extensive 
extracts from the English Press. Virtually 
no editorials, however, have yet appeared. 

The crisis is being discussed everywhere, 
and unquestionably the predominant feel- 
ing is hope that the King, who is held in 
such deep esteem and affection in Canada, 
will follow the advice of his Ministers. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, Canadian Prime 
Minister, issued a statement in Ottawa, 
saying: “‘ I do not intend to be drawn into 
any discussion of this all-important subject 
by replying to what are obviously un- 
warranted rumours.”’ 


U.S. IGNORANCE 


has been shown by American commentatots 
in radio broadcasts on a question relating 
to the British Constitution, and also 
stupidity and much sensational gossip has 
in the less reputable 
American papers.” 

Pointing out that the King reigns 
within the Constitution—this issue having, 
been decided years ago—the paper says: 
“The King must take the advice of his 
advisers. 

The Australian Federal Cabinet is 
seriously perturbed at the situation that 
has arisen in connection with the King, it 
is stated in Canberra. 

“ At this stage I have no statement to 
make,” said Mr, Lyons, the Common- 
wealth Prime Minister, in the House of 
Representatives yesterday.

Mr. Lyons added that the British 
Government had not asked for the 
Commonwealth's opinion or for a decision 
on any such question. 


A MAN AMONG MEN 

Acclaiming the King as a man among

It is impossible to dissociate the actions 
of the man from the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the King.

SYMPATHY AND PRIDE 


Many ordinary people, not realising, 
perhaps, the grave constitutional issues 
involved, feel sympathy for the King, 
tinged with pride at the suggestion that 
an American woman might become Queen 
of England.

His Majesty, like the humblest of his sub 
jects, is absolutely free to make and carry 
out such a decision if he will. He may. even 
be applauded for it as a man. What he 
cannot do in this case is to carry it out as a 
King. 

A moment’s reflection will make this 
abundantly plain, notwithstanding the sugges- 
tion which has been the subject of some 
confused comment in the. foreign Press, and 
has even been misleadingly echoed here, that 
the King may take a wife who will not be a 
queen. What is true is that a reigning 
Queen may take a husband, who will not be 
King. The Princé Consort was nó more 
than Prince and Consort, because his wife 
was the Sovereign. But a British King is 
bound by no such rule as has made the 
morganatic marriage a Continental in. 
stitution. Abroad it has been necessary 
because the monarch’'s choice has 
been constitutionally limited to certain 
ow or Royal families. It is precisely 
ecause the King of England has been as 
free as the law of the Realm can make him, 
to choose his wife, irrespective of rank or 
nationality, that no such device is, or has 
been, necessary or possible in this country. 
It would require legislation to invent it. 
Those who have propounded this facile plan 
as a means of escape-from certain difficulties 
which have not yet been admitted, and may 
never be encountered. will find that it col- 
lapses at once under serious scrutiny. 

he law, as it stands, forbids no woman of 
the Protestant faith to share the Sovereign's 
life as his Queen. If Parliament were ed 
to intervene, the strict legislative aim could 
only be, not to confer some special status

This accounted for the fact that 
the proceedings, which would normally have 
been heard in the High Court, were taken to 
the ancient county town of Ipswich. Mr.

While they were living in London Mr. and 
Mrs. Simpson entertained quite freely and 
she was looked upon as a brilliant American 
hostess. As far ont as the spring of 1935, 
when the King, as Prince of Wales, visited 
Vienna and Budapest. Mrs. Simpson's name 
was mentioned by American newspapers as 
being a member of the Prince's party.

HE CHURCH TIMES of this week, 
under the heading “Church and 
Crown,” says :— 

“It is with profound sorrow and dismay 
that the country has learned this week of 
King Edward’s intention to marry an 
American lady who has divorced two 
husbands. : 

“The King stands high in the affection 
of his people. They would rejoice to know 
that he was happily married. They would 
be delighted if he chose an Englishwoman 
as his Consort. But this proposed marriage 
would be a fatal blow at the prestige of 
the British Monarchy, and in the new 
circumstances of the British Empire 
created by the Statute of Westminster 
for the Monarchy to lose the affection and 
respect of the peoples would be to imperil 
the continuance of the Empire, and thus 
to add immensely to the perils of this 
troubled world. 

“We discuss elsewhere the constitu- 
tional issues involved. Here we are con- 
cerned with the crisis as it affects the 
Church. Writing of the significance of 
the Coronation in our issue of October 9th 
we said :—

“*The King is solemnly consecrated as

This fact 
was due to the constant influx of new 
dwellers m the borough. That was an 
example of what was going on everywhere 
in town and country, and there was a 
marked demand for proper housing accom- 
modation everywhere. Local Government 
would have to keep going on with the build. 
ing of houses until everybody who had need 
of a decent, sanitary home was provided for.

The Merchant Shipping (Carriage oí 
Munitions to Spain) Bill passed its second 
and third readings, and received the Royal 
Assent in the House of Lords to-night. 

The Earl of Halsbury asked what mea- 
sures were being taken to protect the populs- 
tion from the effects of poison gas’ He 
derided gas masks as a protection. It was 
impossible, he said, to devise any gas mask 
until they knew what was in the gas. They 
certainly could not be sure what kind of 
gas would be used in the next war. Judg- 
ing from the experience in Spain, gas masks 
were a broken reed. In the case of a gas 
attack in London the gas would spread 
ret the metropolis like a wave of death, 
from Richmond to Barking Creek. Nothing 
could stop it, and the whole of London 
would be obliterated. Until we were strong 
enough to retaliate there was nothing we 


could do. 

The uess of Dufferin and Ava said 
that the noble lord had greatly exaggerated 
the position, and was inaccurate. e ad- 
vice given to the public was te keep them- 
selves in a gon room until the danger 
was he vast majority of houses in 
London could easily be made gas-proof, but, 
in addition, respirators had been devised, 
which would afford protection against any 
known form of poison gas. He regretted 
that Lord Halsbury had raised the bogey 
of an unknown gas. So far as the Govern- 
ment were aware, there was no gas against 
which the respirator was not proof. Ela . 
rate arrangements were being made for their 
distribution throughout the Kingdom. A 
suggestion that forty tons of gas would ex- 
terminate London was mischievous and 
ridiculous, and no good could be done by 
attempting to frighten the population. The 
Government were confident that the precau- 
tions taken against gas attacks were so effec- 
tive that no Power would attempt to make 
them.

TESTING FARM SEEDS

TWO PER CENT. POOR 


The quality of the agricultural seeds on 
sale to farmers in 1936 has been under review 
by the Minister for Agriculture, who has had 
before him the results of tests of some 850 
samples taken on traders’ premises. 

While 68 per cent. of the 1,140 samples 
tested in 1915 were found to be unsatis- 
factory this year the proportion of inferior 
samples has fallen below two per cent. of 
the total number taken, and most of them 
were from parcels of seed retained on the 
retailers’ premises for one or more years.
